Thomaa, of the Baltimore and Ohio 
and Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day- 
ton roada, left last night for Aah- 
land, Ky., where to-day they will 
Join Prealdent George W. Stevens, 
of the C. and O. and Prealdent Dan- 
iel Wlllard and Vice Prealdent 
George F. Randolph, of the B. ft O. 
ayatem. They will take a run over 
the Big Sandy . Division of the C. 
and O., as well aa over the Sandy 
Valley and Elkhorn Road, which :s 
being built by the B. and O. inter- 
ests from t lie fields of the Consoli- 
dation Coal Company. Thla road 
will coat $2,000,000 to conatruct, 
and it extenda from the mouth of 
the Shelby River at Shelby, Ky.. to 
the new model town of Jenkins. The 
fact that work waa being done to 
create the town of Shelby and the 
Sandy Valley Road waa printed in 
The Enauirer on June 14. 1911. 
Thla road will supply the C, H. 
and D. with coal, and the vlait of 
the railroad officials la to arrange 
the traffic and transportation de- 
taila. 

Some of the Consolidation coal 
will he turned over to the C. ft O. 
for the haul to Cincinnati, but the 
greater part of the black diamond 
traffic will be routed over the C. 
H. and D. from lronton. The B. 
and O. and C. and O. intereats have 
formed a traffic agreement that'wiU 
mean a great deal to the C. H. and 
D. which road at the preaent time 
geta all the coal lectin handle in, 
thla city for the haul to Toledo. 
i.usi year the coal trarflc through 
Cincinnati aggregated 4,100,000 tons 
and from preaent Indications the 
amount of coal handled through 
here this year will go far beyond 
the 5,000.000-ton mark. 

A number of coal operators will 
alao bo Included In the Inspection 
party. The Consolidation property 
romprlaea 100.000 acres. The Louis- 
ville and Nashville is also building 
toward the aame region, and as 
the coal that road haiila will come 
through Cincinnati thla city ia ii- 
atlned to become the greateat Inland 
coal center in the United States. 
The Norfolk and Western la alao 
reaching out for the aame region, 
and It la expected that some of Its 
coal will come through thla city. 
The fact that the N. and W. waa 
going to build Into the Kentucky 
coal fields from Norfolk, Va., wis 
printed In The Enquirer June 14 
last year. — s

Notice from the pardon attorney 
of the Department of Juallce has 
been received by Representative J. 
W. Langley that President Taft bus 
acted adveraely on the petition for 
a pardon for L. H. Salyer, of Hel- 
ller, Pike county, who recently 
was sentenced to five years 
in a Federal prison by Jud«e 
McDowell at Big Stone Gap Va.,af- 
ter Salyer had been found guilty 
of Interfering with the procedure of 
a United StateB court. 

Salyer had advlaed Kentucky wit- 
neaaea In a "moonshine" rase not 
to rpspond to a subpoena from 
Judge McDowell's court, It was 
shown by testimony adduced. At the 
InBtance of Mr. Langley and othera 
the President ordered 'an Inveatlga- 
tion by the Department of Juatlce 
with a view of determining whether 
Salyer had interfered intentionally 
with the court and aa to the merit 
of a numeroualy 'signed petition for 
Salver's pardon. 



Back to the place of his birth; back 
to the scene of his boyhood and the 
home of a proud father and moth- 
er, back to the little city where 
live so many who are glad to wel- 
come the boy — boy no longer — 
whose course they have watched 
with satisfaction and with a feeling 
of proprietorship, the Rev. Fred- 
erick Shannon stood in the pulpit 
of the M. E. Church South on lost 
Sunday morning, before an audience 
as large as the spacious building 
could comfortably hold, and preach- 
ed to them of the weakness and 
futility of unbelief and the victor- 
ious omnipotence of a saving be- 
lief In God and His Son. The scrip- 
ture lesson had sounded the key- 
note, the more than hint of the 
masterly contraBtlng pictures of 
the sermon. The choir had voiced lta 
ascription to the Bleased Three lu 
One, and the soloist had declared 
In tuneful rythm that "other refuge" 
than JesuB, the lover of souls, there 
was none, and bo, with such fitting 
prelude, the gifted Louisian began 
his message to the waiting people. 
He said that he waa glad to be 
here again and to preach to hla 
friends, young and old. He had 
been asked, he said. If It were not 
difficult to preach In his home town, 
and he had answered that to him 
It waa easy, and those who heard 
Mr. Shannon on thla occasion for 
the first time found what his old 
friends already knew, that It is in- 
deed .easy for him to face a con- 
gregation In the place of hia na- 
tivity and declare unto them the 
whole counsel of God. 

Mr. Shannon had found In Mark 
and In Hebrews passages which told 
of the power of faith and the 
weakness of unbelief, and with 
these to form a foundation he built 
up and showed to his hearers a 
atructure of original thought and 
IdeaB, clothed In eloquent phrase 
and perfect diction. The utter em- 
ptlneaa and absolute 'weakness of 
unbelief were shown so strongly 
that an unbeliever who heard the 
strong, simple words of the preach- 
er aud saw with mental vision the 
striking illustrations must ' have 
hated himself for hla doubtB and 
disbelief. On the other hand he 
who had found and kept his faith 
In God and His Son must have "had 
that faith renewed when the preach- 
er told of what faith had done for 
the world and tor man. 

Mr. Shannon declared, what ia 
Indeed atrange, that, contrary to 
general opinion, the Bible contains 
no definition of faith. True, there 
is the declaration that faith la the 
substance of things hoped for, the 
evidence of thlngB not seen, but 
this, he declared, was the result of 
faith. "Every cynic Is the one who 
has lost faith." Faith In Jcsub 
ChrUt gives a man victory over 
himself, and the hardest thing a 
man haa to overcome ia himself. 
Have faith In your heavenly Fath- 
er, even aa the Swlsa boy on the 
Alps had faith in the strong arm 
of hla earthly father, and all will 
be well with you. «

Civic health follows civic cleanli- 
ness. To be dirty as an Individual 
is to be personally sick. To be dirty 
aa a town la to be unhealthy aa at 
town. To be sick as s citixen is 
Inconvenient and costly, and to be 
sick aa a town is depressing an$ 
expensive to the whole community. 

Theae are truisms, but not so. 
self-evident that It ia not sometimes 
ueceaBary to call attenlon to them. 
A good woman who spoke at the 
town meeting the other night said, 
and aald truly, that ahe kept her 
premises clean. Suppose every 
woman in the city of Loulaa. did the 
same thing, and suppose that In ad- 
dition screened, perfectly ' against 
tlie fly and drank no water that 
was not absolutely pure? If this 
were done It la entirely safe to say 
that, barring accidents and old age, 
the death rate of tho adult popula- 
tion of Louisa would be next to 
nothing. The death dealing power 
of that winged insect which first 
vlaits every cesspool and filth pile 
in the neighborhood and then comes. 
In your unscreened door or window, 
and promenades across the butter 
on your table 'or takes an Involun- 
tary bath in your child's milk, 1b In- 
conceivable. The fly revels In nil I 
sorts of dirt and corruption, and 
w hen he has contaminated and In- 
fected with a deadly germ the food ■ 
you eat and the result Is death, 
your negligence is directly charge- 
able with what we In our Ignorance 
cull the act of God. 

Some people think they must have - 
a hog pen on their premises, and 
the State Board of Health says It 
is unlawful to keep one within the / 
corporate limits of a town. Well, itf 
you muat have such a bouquetf 
about your premises for heavens 
sake keep it clean both for the 
good of lta occupants and the sur- 
rounding atmosphere. Use lota of 
water daily on the pig and his pen. 
aud the reault will be doubly grati- 
fying. 

Don't forget that the vault on 
your premises Is a menace to the 
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Gross frauds and law violations 
In the exercise of privileges accord- 
ed shippers have been revealed, It 
in announced, through an investiga- 
tion by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission.

Charleston, W. Va., July 1.— The 
state board of public works today- 
fixed the state levy at 1 cent on the 
hundred dollar valuation, the low- 
est In the history of the State. In 
1911 It waa 2 1-2 cents and In 1905, 
35 cnets. Tbe total valuation of all 
property this year will* be over one 
and one-quarter billions. The state 
consltitutlon forbids the removal of 
all state taxes. 

Charleston, July 1. — By order of 
the' state board of public works the 
Bum of |498,2»r,.42 has been tranj- 
fered to the general school fund 
from the state fund. During tbe 
year Just ended there was collected 
for the general school fund tbe sum

He fought valiantly for 
the Nebraskan among the West 
Virginia delegates, and on the vote 
mustered six votes for bis choice 
out of the 16 representatives from 
tbe Pan-handle State. 

West Virginia Republicans are. 
facing the same crisis tbey exper- 
ienced in 1908, when there were 
two Republican state tickets in the 
field. This year they safely round- 
d the curves In the nomination of 
a state ticket, the initial state-wide 
primary ending with probably more 
satisfaction than had been given 
for a doxen years. The Republican 
prospects Immediately after the 
nomination of state ticket 'were en- 
couraging to the leaders. Then 
came Chicago. 

Now the Republicans of the State 




with the abandonment of the fac- 
tional welfare In stale matters, art) 
i <. ing * spilt on the national tick- 
et, with the probable entry of tho 
progressive party headed by tho 
Sage of Oyster Bay.

To the 
present they have given no 
sign that tbey Intend to 'support 
the "regular" nominee of the party 
and when Interrogated about th-dr - 
regularity, mutter a "few exclama- 
tions which sound like "scandalous" 
"brazen." "theft," 'robbery" and 
"piracy." 

Carl C. Coulter, the Republican 
nominee for the State Senate In 
the Seventh District, waa at tho 
capital during the week, and waa 
confident that the situation would 
clarify before the campaign begin* 
in earnest. Like nearly every 
other candidate. Coulter la making;; 
no effort to provoke a controversy 
with either the Taft 'or Roosevelt, 
followers, but believes he can db>- 
cern a ray of light in his district: 
through dissatisfaction with Gover- 
nor Wilson.

The 
only State that compares with Wert 
Virginia in this particular Is Vir- 
ginia, whose coal areas In the south 
western part of the State are con- 
tiguous to those of southern West 
Virginia, the conditions affecting 
the production and marketing of 
the prodart of both States being 
similar. Neither State 'has any 
well-developed local markets, and at 
least 80 per cent of the output Is 
shipped to distant points for con- 
sumption. The highest average PH.* 
for West Virginia coal recorded Is 
the last eight years was In the 
boom year, 1907, when It reached 
99 cents a short ton. In 1911 the 
average price for West Virginia 
oal wns 90 cents.

Denounces as "usurpation" tbe 
efforts of Republicans to deprive 
Btates of their rights and to en- 
large the power of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. "There is," says the plat- 
form, "no twilight tone between 
the nation and the State In which 
exploiting interests can take refuge 
from both." 

Urges people to support proposed 
constitutional amendment pending 
In various States Legislatures, pr>- 
rlding for an Income tax and elec- 
tion of United States Senators by ' 
direct vote of the people. 

As justification of the demands of 
the party for publicity of campaign 
expenditures, attention is directed 
"to the enormous expenditures of 
money in behalf of the President 
and his predecessor in the recett 
presidential contest." 

Declares for presidential primar- 
ies. Directs National Committee to 
provide, for selection at the primar- 
ies of members of the National Com- 
mittee. 

Pledges party to enactment of 
law prohibiting campaign contrlb i- 
tlons by corporations and unreason- 
able campaign contributions by in- 
dividuals.

Denounces Republican administra- 
tion on charge of extravagance and 
demands return to simplicity and 
economy befitlng a Democratic gov-

Favors efficient supervision and 
rate regulation of railroads; ex- 
press companies; telegraph and 
telephone lines, and a valuation of 
these companies by the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission and also 
legislation against over-issuance of 
atocks by these corporations. 

In connection with a demand for 
each a revision of tbe banking laws 
aa will give temporary relief In 
case of V tncial distress, there is 
a denunciation of the Aldrlch bl'l 
prepared by the monetary commls- 
slon.

Within two 
weeks of the opening of the school, 
the trustee should make a canvas of 
the district and urge all patrons to 
send their children to school, and 
if any children arc unable to'atteni 
because they are too poor to pur- 
chase books, they must report to 
me these facts, stating the name of 
each parent and child and the num- 
ber and names of books needed. The 
County Board has decided that the 
books should not be ordered until 
the school begins, so that tb» 
teacher may determine Just what 
bookB are needed, but the trustee 
must see that the children attend 
the first day of the school, so that 
the teacher may select the proper 
bookB and report to me at once.
